THE AMUICICAJf CUAXMSItnY.

Its Fight for Recognition and Its Final Ac

ceptance In Enffliuul.
From thePhiladelphla Times.

What would Thanksgiving be with-

out the cranberry? They have not the
festival in Europe and they do not
know the fruit. How sad! Yet there Is

hope for the benighted foreigners,
thanks to efforts now being made to

introduce this luscious product to the
soil abroad. It is already making a

reputation for itself both in Great Brit
ain and on the Continent, following in
the footsteps of American corn.

Last year's was the biggest crop ever

gathered In the United States over
1,000,000 bushels and the principal
growers contributed by agreement 3 per
cent, of their product to pay the ex

penses of introducing cranberries in

England. A. J. Rider, of Trenton, N. J.,
was sent across the water for the pur
pose. On reaching Liverpool he found
In that city only one dealer in cranber
lies, a small girl In the, market, who
said she never ate her wares herself
"because they tasted like medicine.'
She only sold them to a few Americans,

It was quickly made evident that In

England only Americans ate cranber-
ries, which to the natives was a deli
cacy unknown. About 1,000 bushels of
them were Imported from the United
States annually. Nothing daunted, the
American propagandist went to the
leading hotels and restaurants and
taught the proprietors how to cook .the
cranberries which he furnished. They
were at first incredulous, then delight
ed, and finally eager to offer the new
food to their customers.

Cards appeared at the restatiraflts
reading, "American Cranberries Served

." At one popular eating house
cranberries qecurred In five places on
the bill of fa-re-, The small girl already
mentioned sold out her stock of the
fruit 'faster than she could renew It,
and within a ' few days eight other
hucksters on the same aisle In the mar-
ket were dealing In cranberries,' It was
a positive craze.,,

'

At Manchester; Dittn,' Belfast, Glas-
gow and Edinburgh. Oie cranberries
were introduced in a stmllnr fashion
find like results followed. Cranberries
were placed on .sale by the largest
fruiterers.: However, the demand creat-
ed by the means described had "one un-
welcome result. Large consignments
of cranberdea from Russia were thrown
on the market, causing prices to drdfc.
This was wholly unexpected, and for a
time it looked a thought such rivalry
would kill the American cranberries.
To cap the climax, Russian berries were
sold by unscrupulous dealers at a lower
price under the ..name, of "American
cranberries."

The Yankee agent' fiirfde an investiga
tion and discovered that the Russian
berries .were of art inferior variety,
known in the United States as "hog
cranberries" and not considered fit for
food, having a very bitter and pungent
taste. No time was lost In making pub-
lic the cheat through the newspapers
rnd by threats of prosecution the deal-
ers were forced to remove the mislead
ing sign. Within a few days the signs
reappeared with genuine American
t ranberrles under them, and sales rap- -

dly Increased, while the fraudulent ar
ticle could scarcely be sold at any
price.

Cases of cranberries, accompanied by
receipts, were graciously accepted by
her majesty the queen and the prince
of Wales. An Important part of the
propagandist's work was to teach peo-
ple how to cook the fruit. With the
cranberry the situation Is the same as
with corn in Europe Ignorance of prop
er methods of cookery stand In the
way of its Introduction. Even oh the
steamship going over the agent found
t at the cook was using metal utensils
in 'the preparation of the berries. Only
porcelain or enameled ware ought to be

sed, because cranberries contain sul
phuric and other acids, which act on
copper. Iron and tin so as to spoil the

.navor of the fruit.
On each of the paper bags supplied

by the agents to retailers were printed
instructions for cooking. Every per
sons who bought a pound of fruit' had
receipts for 'preparing It In a variety of
ways. The cranberry literature dis-

tributed in England has been translat- -

d Into the Danish language, Which an
swers for Denmark, Norway and Swed-
en, and it will be rendered Into French
and German. Dealers in, Berlin and
Paris have expressed a willingness to
take limited quantities of the berries
t regular Intervals. Colonel C. J.
Iurphy, who has done so much fur

Vinerlcan corn abroad, Is Interesting
imself in the introduction of cran

berries on the Continent.
Mr. Rider's most Interesting and sat-

isfactory experience waa with the Eng-
lish Jam makers. The magnitude of the
jam business In that country is aston-
ishing. One factory near Liverpool cov-
ers several acres of ground and has
a capacity of 150 tons per day. This Is
only one of a score of establishments of
fqual capacity, while there are hun-
dreds of less islze. The British are a
jam-levi- n g and a jam-eatin- g 'people.
They may not know how to cook cran-
berries, ,but they can beat the Ameri-
cans hollow at making jam.

Well, the jam manufacturers would
not have any thing to say to the Yankee
agent. They had no time to grant In-

terviews requested, inasmuch as they
felt not the slightest interest In cran-
berries. Nevertheless!, eight of the most
prominent changed their minds and are
now experimenting with ' cranberries
with a view to the production of jam
'or the market. They have already
learned how to make a cranberry jam
iliat Is far better than any American
'iiand, and it is not unlikely to find a
sale on this side of the ocean before
long.

Morals and Pierre lotl.
Pierre Lotl has recently been de

scribed by a very eminent critic, Mr.

Henry Jamea, as one of those writers
who, possessing an exquisite faculty
for the perception of the visible, are
condemned to pay for that rare prlvl
lege by a certain absence of percep
tion for the moral. Audacious as
seems to question the judgment of one
who himself possesses so fine an in

sight Into the obscurer things of the
hruman spirit, one cannot help saying
that on this point the American writer
displays an almost too great austerity
of judgment, a shade, perhaps, too
much of the temperament of New Eng
land. Moral Pierre Lotl certainly is
not, in the Puritan, or even in the Cath
ollc, acceptation of the term, but there
Is hardly a reason for talking of him
as though he were another Theophlle
Gautler, an artist solely preoccupied
with the colored surfaces of things.

Delightful as are his descriptions of
the look of things, Pierre Lotl's simpllc
ity is certainly a great deal subtler
than that; he appeals very keenly to a
certain kind of spiritual Interest to
the Interest one might venture to call
human aa distinguished from the mor
al. And it just where the human needs
to be distinguished from one does not
necessarily mean opposed to the mor
al that criticism has need of Its most
delicate tact; it Is also unhappily the
point where critics mostly think It
right to run headlong, and of all the
qualities of the stern goddess seem
n.ost disposed to jmia:e h;r I'iimlr.ffs.
